Convicts Sfiot Down 


Austin, Tex.—The 
committee 
of 


state 
senators 
and 
representatives 


created by the last legislature to in- 
vestigate different state 
institutions 


and departments have made public 
their official report. 
The report con- 


tains a startling statement regarding 
the treatment of state convicts who 
are employed on lease and contract 
forces. The report says: 


"It is our conviction that the lease 


system is a disgrace to the state and 
ought to be abolished. As a rule, the 
life of a convict is not as valuable in 
the eyes of sergeants and guards and 


contractors as that of a dog. and in 
evidence- thereof, we find that the 
average life of a convict ia seven years. 
Convicts are shot down upon the least 
provocation, and when there is abso- 
lutely no excuse for if. Convicts are 
working when they are sick and dis- 
abled, and some have been compelled 
to work until thev dropped dead in 
their tracks, yet nothing, so far as we 
know, has ever been done to remedy 
this evil. 


"When men are shot down like dogs 


and 
worked until they drop dead 


under this system, the people of Texas 
cannot hope to escape responsibility 
for these wrongs, and we believe that 
if the present condition of things were 
known to them and they could be 
made to realize it, they would bring 
such pressure to bear upon the next 
Texas legislature that 
these 
evils 


would be stopped. The existing meth- 
ods are harsh, cruel, inhumane and 
unworthy of an enlightened people." 


CHINESE INDEMNITY 


State Department to Begin |istribut- 


ing the Fund 


The state department, nt Washington 


has decided to beign at once the dis- 
tribution of the first installment of the 
Chinese indemnity funds, amounting 
to about $480.000, among tiie mission- 
ary societies and 
individuals 
who 


suffered from the Boxer uprising. 


The claims committee, composed of 


; Minister Conger, Secretary Bainbrldge 
and United States Consul Rngsdale, 


j has adopted the plan of reporting upon 
! the merits of the claims in 
install- 


I ments instead of making one report at 
the end of the investigation. 
The 


first report whicb has just been re- 
eicved passes upon sixty oat of a total 
of about two hundred and fifty. These 
sixty claims amount in the aggregate 
to about $800,000, so the first install- 
ment of the Chinese indemnity will 
not be large enough to defray that 
total. 


Instead of waiting until sufficient 


is at hand for this purpose, the acting 
solicitor of the department, Mr. Van 
Dine, recommended that a payment 
of 25 per cent be made to each of these 
claimants immediately and the plan 
has been adopted by the department. 
It is expected that the total of the 
claims allowed will amount to about 
$2,500,000. 


SATISFACTORY TEST 


Naval Expert Reports on Oil as Fuel 


for Steamers 


Although the official report of Lieu- 


tenant Winchcll, who was detailed to 
accompany the oil burning steamer 
Mariposa on her recent trip from San 
Francisco to the Society islands and 
return, for the purpose of making a 
comprehensive report upon every fea- 
ture of the oil-burning devices used by 
that steamer, has not yet reached the 
navy department, unofficial data have 


arrived which are considered very sat- 
isfactory to those interested. The run 
from San Francisco is 3438 knots. It 
was made by the Mariposa at the rate 
of 13.12 knots an hour, the whole run 
lasting eleven days, during which a 
little over 400 tons of oil were consum- 
ed. The number of pounds of oil pet 
knot, used on the run was 260.9, which 
is equivalent to 8.58 knots per ton of 
coal. It required 1.55 pounds ot oil 
an hour to develop one horse power. 
This is considered quite satisfactory, 
as under ordinary seagoing condition* 
it requires between two and a half and 
three pounds of coal to develop one 
horse power. 


Reservoir Site Recommended 


A Sheridan, Wyoming, special to 


the Butte Miner says that C. D. Wal- 
ker, directcr of the geologial survey, 
and F. H. Newell, chief hydrdgraph- 
er, have recommended the acceptance 
of the Piney reservoir site, Sheridan 
county, for the construction of a reser- 
voir. They will also recommend a site 
in the Big Hole country.

The Varieties of Trees Which Are Still 
Flourishing and Their Use*. 


In the forests of northern New York 


State there are upward of fifty varie- 
ties of trees covering nearly 4,000,000 
acres. This Is a remarkable thing when 
the Inroads made upon the woodlands 
of other less populous States are tak- 
en Into consideration. 'In New York In 
many instances within the last few 
years handsome houses have been built 
exclusively from wood cut within its 
bb'rders. 


Spruce Is used In the flooring; the 


white pine is susceptible of a beauti- 
ful polish and Is used In Interior flnlsh, 
also In shingles and lath; hemlock pro- 
vides coarse lumber, and Is used in 
construction for outside finish; the 
black birch Is stronger than inahog 
any, Its appearance Is satiny, and, as It 
polishes beautifully, It makes a hand- 
some Interior trimming; 
the curled 


birch found In the northern part of the 
State has an attractive water grain 
and Is much used as a veneer. 


For Interior flnlsh few of the com- 


mon woods equal the white birch, and 
It makes an admirable floor. The yel- 
low birch Is also satiny and takes a 
beautiful polish. The wood of the su- 
gar maple Is more valuable than auy 
other of Its genus, as It is a reddish 
brown, strong and heavy and capable 
of receiving a high polish. "Curled ma- 
ple" and "birds-eye maple" are acci- 
dental forms of the sugar maple, In 
which the grain is beautifully curled 
and contorted. It Is highly prized In 
cabinet making, interior decoration and 
furniture. 


The soft maple or silver maple Is 


used for flooring. The elastic tama 
rack or American larch Is used for 
pjles r.nd posts. Cedar chests and clos 
ets are appreciated by thrifty house- 
Wives, as the wood Is objectionable to 
moths. 
The black cherry Is one of 


ihe most valuable woods of the Ameri- 
can forest Its texture Is firm and dur- 
able. It has a sarln-llke surface which 
receives a beautiful polish, rendering 
It very desirable for chests and interior 
finishings.
